Washiaiton, July 19.—After talking 


over the peace treaty with four, mare 
Republican senators at the White 
Houfts, President Wilson went to th« 
capitol and discussed the aatirt aen* 
ate situation with Senator Kii«hcock, 
leader of the administration forces la 
the ratification fight. 


The Republican senators asked for 


information about many features of 
the treaty and Senator Hitchcock 
told the president of other points tuai 
hare come into dispute ^during senatt 
dttates. 


At ine end of the conference, Mr. i 


Wilson told t group of correspondents 
he was satisfied that to reach a solu- 
tion it was only a«e*ssary to "clarify 
counsel" There Had ben many mis- 
uhderstandj&gs about the treaty, th* 
president said, a4diag that wa« of 
the constructions placed on it soemed 
,tO'him evident misinterpretations. 


Senator McNary, Qrtgon, one of 


the R»publicaai who went to the 
White House, said first trnprusion* 
about the Shantung setttantnt had 
been softened by his, talk with tho 
president, while Senator Capper, 
Kansas, said Mr. Wilson had give* 
him. much new and pertinant infor- 
mation on that subject. 


Senators Keflogc, Minaewtt, and 


¥«nyon, Iowa, th« others who saw 
ths prssident, declined .afterward to 
talk. Senator McNary has been a 
supporter of the league of nations, 
while th* other three never hay* 
taken a definite stud regarding it

'I found myself practically in ac- 


cord with the president regarding th« 
principles of the league," said Mr. 
McNary, "though I had and stiU faav« 
certain opinions regarding the effect 
of reservations. I afcall announce 


i these opinions in my address next 
week,in the senate."

"The president was T«ry ready to 


give information about the negotia- 
tions," Mr. Capper said, "and h« has 
a great deal of it, especially regarding 
Shantung, that is to the point. How- 
ever, I have not changed my .opinion 
that certain reservations are ntcifr 
sary to ratifying th? treaty." 


3enat6r Hitchcock described tht 


president as feeling "very ciieertirt1* 
over the senate outlook, though h« 
said Mr. Wilson did not discuss what 
the Republican senators hkd said at 
the White House. The Nebraska sen- 
ator said he had told" the president it 
was assured that the treaty could not 
be amended.

Oae result of the conferences was to 


strengthen the report that the presi- 
dent soon might send to the senate a 
special message regarding Shantung. 
Some of the White House callers dur- 
ing the last two days have gained the 
Impression that some sort of declara- 
tion on the subject certainly would b» 
forthcoming. 


Some of the Republican senators 


have told Mr. .Wilson interpretative 
reservations would have to be ac- 
cepted to secure ratification of the 
treaty, but Mr. Hitchcock said he did 
not believe reports that the president- 
would be willing, to accept such res- 
ervations' provided they did not 
vitiate the treaty provisions.
